Italian agreement to reduce air 
expenditure and’ avoid an increase 
of air armaments in the future.

Wide Attention Aroused 
in Great Britain. 


RECENT VIEWS AT -HOME. 


Sinee this letter was written Mr. 
Snowden’s speech has been made, 
but the following views are 
important ‘ns showing the trend 
of opinion in many parts of the 
commercial, world :— 

It becomes just possible to hope 
that the calamitous price of silver 
may lead to action by Governments. 
On Jan. 14, the League of Nations 
announced’ that it had received a 
telegram from President Chiang 
Kai-shek and Mr. T. V. Soong, ask- 
ing for its support towards the fin- 
ancial. restoration of China, ‘The 
monetary system of the country is 
a depreciated currency,” 
the telegram says “and the Govern: 
ment contemplates the introduction 
of a gold standard.” 

The practicability of this plan in 
the present state of Chinn’s finances 
is much questioned in the City. But 
the appeal from Nanking may at 
least give reality’ to the intention 
announced by the League of Na- 
tions ‘a year ago to inquire into the 
question of silver. a 

Mr. F. Anderson's Criticisms. 

The Times gives prominence to 
a‘valuable letter by Mr. F. Ander- 
son, formerly chairman of the 
Municipal Council! and head of 
‘Tibert & Co., who retired from 
China about 20 yeara ago, but has 
always kept in close touch with its 
affairs. : 

Mr. Anderson’s chief points are: 

(1) The enormous development 

of native industry and parti- 
“eularly cotton spinning in 
China; 

In our own interests Great 
Britain should have done her 
utmost to maintain the value 
of the monetary standard of 
nearly 800,000,000 of our 
best customers, (This is in- 
cluding India and the Near 
East); ‘ 

That, instead, we have taken 
the lead in Joycotting silver 
and set the example in de- 
basing our silver coinage, an 
example which others quick- 
ly followed, thereby throw- 
ing quantities of silver on 
the market; 

The world’s gold supplies are 
already scanty enough. If 
we force the East to go on a 
wold standard, probably “the 


fall in commodities has still; 


a long way to go.” 

We have a_ greater interest 
than any other nation in the 
rehabilitation of silver. 

Mr. Anderson’s letter will 

found in full below. 
Bullion Merchants’ Endorsement. 

The annual. bullion circular of 

Messrs. Sharps & Wilkins sum- 
marizes what they consider the 
chief reasons for the fall of silver. 
This also is given in full below. 
The report chiefly pillories:— - 

(1) The British Government's 
lead in debasing silver 
coinage; 

(2) The Indian Government's 20 
per cent, import duty and the 
uncertainty of what India 
may yet do. 


Americans Keen on ‘Action. 


The kecnness of American silver 
and export interests on rehabilitat- 
ing silver is a hopeful point. Ina 
recent telegram from Washington, 
Senator Pitman of Nevada is 
quoted as hoping earnestly that 
Great Britain will stop the release 
of silver bullion in America,

Mr. Anderson's Letter. 

Mr. An‘erson’s letter to The 
Times is as follows:— . 

Sir,—The telegram of December 
30 from your Shanghai Correspon- 
dent draws attention to coming 
events which cast their’ shadow be- 
fore, und which merit the attention 
of this country. After giving de- 
tails of the new Chinese tariff the 
telegram states that:— 

The main, object of the new 
tariff apparently is to assist home 
industries by increasing the 
duties on manufactures here. 

In the China papers by last mail 
the development of manufacturing 
industry is referred to in these 
terms:— z 

According to a recent Kuo Min 
message there has bech a very 
considerable increase in the im- 
portation of machinery into 
China during the last few 
months, of which over Ts. 4,500,- 
000 represents pinning and 
weaving machinery. Six new 
mills are in process of being or- 
ganised | by Chinese merchants, 
and four by Japanese. 

In 1929 127 mills in China 
“turned out about 942,000,000 Ib. 
of yarn and 590,000,000 linear 
yards of cloth. In 1930 the out- 
put considerably increased, 
According ‘to these reports « the 

contrast between East and West 
is very striking. The years 1929 
und 1930, were years of widespread 
unrest and internal disorder In 
China, but, notwithstanding these 
adverse conditions, we find activity 
and expansion in the same branches 
of industry in which stagnation and 
unemployment were conspicuous in 
this country. : 

The industrial development of 
the East may now appear as a 
cloud on the horizon no bigger 
than a man’s hand, -but if we con- 
tinue our present policy we may 
find ourselves under a very heavy 
cloud before so very many years 
have passed. Not only may we 
permanently lose a large portion of 
our Eastern markets, but we may 
find them competing with us in 
neutral markets. China is already 
exporting considerable quantities 
of cotton goods to the Near East. 
Instead of making special efforts to 
preserve our export trade with 
India and Chinn our line of policy 
has encouraged the adoption of 


protection in both countries, with ; 


the result that our principal free 
markets are dwindling away. 
Britain’s Direct Interest. - 
From an industrial point of view 
this country has a greater interest 
in silver than any country in the 
world. In our own interests we 
should have done everything in our 
power to maintain the value of 
the standard of nearly 800 millions 
of our best customers. Instead of 
that policy we have taken the lead 
in boycotting silver 28 one of the 
precious metals, a status it has had 
for thousands of years. We set 
the example of debasing our sub- 
sidiary coinage, throwing a cone 
siderable amount of gilver on the 
market, thereby artificially increas- 
ing supply and curtailing demand. 
Many other countries followed our

unfortunate example. 
years we have been ondeavouring 
to change the standard of value in 
India’ from silver to gold, selling 
large quantities ef silver apparent- 
ly regardless of price, and have put 
a heavy duty on silver imported 
into India. : : 
These and other measures which 
have artificially increased supply 
and curtailed demand have been 
instrumental in reducing the in- 
trinsic silver value of the rupee to 
less than 644¢., although the ex- 
change value of the rupee is main- 
tained as 1s. Gd. One result of this 
policy has been that a large propor- 
tion of the saving of many millions 
of people throughout the East, sav- 
ings In the form of silver hoarded 
hy individuals and 
heen practically confiscated, and it 
is not'improbable that greater’ dis- 
content has been generated, among 


+ the millions of families who have 


had to suffer very heavy losees in 
silence, than by all the alleged 
grievances which have 
eccupied the attention of the 
Round-Table Conference. 

Silver Not Unmanageable. 


We are constantly told that the 
supply of. silver has become un- 
manageable; but there was no, 
unmanngeable supply in 1920, when 
silver advanced to 893d. an oz. 
mainly beenuse in India it was 
feared that the - Government there 
had not sufficient rupecs to meet 
their engagements. 

The situation at’ present is that 
wages in silver-using countries will 
not rise Yor a very long time in 
proportion to the fall in silver. 
Instend - of looking ahead and of 
trying to take effective measures 
to meet the eompetition of cheap 
lavour in the East, we are virtually 
subsidizing that cheap labour by 
boycotting the standard in which 
it is paid, and thereby still further 
reducing 
duction, 

After this artificial depreciation 
of silver has stimulated industrial 
expansion in the East to an almost 
indefinite extent, where shall we 
tind work for the mills which were 
built to supply these Eastern mar- 
kets? 

We reply on the 30 square miles 
of the Rand for more than half 
the total production of gold. It is 
unlikely that this small area can 
continue indefinitely to produce on 
the present scale. If we were to 
succeed in inducing nearly 800 
millions in the East to adopt the 
gold standard, it would probably 


‘ be found that the fall in commodi-

An Economic Revival 

on the other hand, we re- 
that we have a greater 
interest industrially than any other 
nation in the rehabilitation of 
silver, and if we devote our whole 
energy to restore silver to the 
position it formerly occupied a8 
one of the two precious metals, be- 
fore the unfortunate German | ex- 
periment in 1873, the whole econo- 
mic aspect, East and West, would 
be changed. : 

If the relative production of 
silver to gold has materially in- 
creased of late years it would per- 
haps be advisable to adjust the 
ratio correspondingly; but it would 
be well to bear in mind that the 
modern plan of having a managed 
currency is artificial, and that, al- 
though a large fiduciary issue may 
be convenient and economical in 
highly developed countries, especi- 
ally in fair weather, it is apt to 
break down in times of atress, 
when credit is strained. It would 
be a perilous experiment to rely

If the necessary 
supplies of silver for this operation 
were bought at the present level of 
the white metal we shiould be able 
to carry out this operation on a 
much more favourable basis for 
ourselves, secing that the price of 
silver when debasement of coinage 
took place in 1920 was at least 
four times the price at which [t || 
could now be replaced, ,

_ Two natives .of Africn, Mutia 
and Riano, beth of whom were 
taken to .Hollywood by Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer to appear in cer- 
tain scenes of “Trader Horn,” have 
returned to their native country. 


Mutia, a full-blooded Mk'wamba, | 


who plays Trader Horn’s gun-bear- 
er in the picture which opened on 
February 3, last Tuesday evening 
at the Astor Theatre, on Broadway, 
New York, and Riano, n Massali 
tribesman, were with the company 
during their eight months stay in 
Africa and were taken back by 
Director Van Dyke to appear in 
certain intericr scenes which were 
filmed in Hollywood.

Mutin, a middle-aged man, is a 
chief of the Mk’wamba, one of the 
most independent of the native 
tribes and served as a Sergeant 
Major with British forces in East 
Africa during the World War. 
Riano is a younger man, and a 
devout Mohammedan. Both men 
refused to cat meat. while in 
America unless they themselves | 
butchered and dressed it. 

Mutia returns to his country a 
wealthy man. He saved a thou- 
sand dollars during his stay in 
Hollywood and plans to open a trad- 
ing post on the reserve of his tribe 
in Uganda. Riano, however, found 
the entertainment on Central 
Avenue, the Negro section of 
Hollywood, much to his liking. He

FRENCH CHAOS. 


MORE BANKING SENSATIONS 
IN PARIS. 
Paris, Feb. 8. 

As the outcome of a complaint by 
the national group of dealers in 
tobacco, an inspection has been 
made of the books of the Banque 
Gugenne et Rovergue formerly the 
Banque dé Cevennes. The group 
in question bad entrusted a million 
to this Bank, the proceeds of a 
public loan raised by the group.

tion of our currency from the 
fineness of .925 to that of .600, 
This caused a large, amount of 
aurplus silver to be placed for 
sale upon: the market, approxi- 
nately 70,000,000 oz. having been 
disposed oi since 1921, in addi- 
tion to the requirements for for- 
eign coinage orders undertaken 
by the Londen mint. This sliver 
was, in duc course, ibsorbed by 
India and China, together with 
the world's production as before. 

“Following the lead of our 
Government came Continental na- 
tions, who demonetized their cur- 
rency and flung the silver upon 
the markets of the world. The 
manful way in which India. and 
China stood up to this extra 
amount of ‘production,’ for it was 
little else than that,. lasted for 
some time, but eventually the: 
purchasing power of these coun- 
tries broke aud the price had to 
fall. : The Continental selling 
practically ceased at about 19d. 
and at this level the market re- 
mained steady. for a very ‘long 
time, and it was then that the 
Indian Government decided to 
impose an import duty upon 
silver into India of about 20 per 
cent. The, consequence was that 
the silver market could no longer 
stand the strain and finally auc- 
cumbed to the'inevitable. What, 
however, has probably contribut- 
ed most in the past two years to 
bring about the fall in silver from - 
24d. to the present level has been a ‘ 
the selling of silver by the Indian 
Government. It was not so much 
the actual sales that were reapon- 
sible for the fall, as’ the uncer- 
tainty of their next move, The 
consequence has been that poten- 
tial buyers have bought from 
hand to mouth, dreading that at 
any morthent further sales might 
be made . 

. Messrs. Sharps and Wilkins are 
of the opinion that “conditions at 
the present time make it an ab- 
solute impossibility for the In- 
dian Government to sell silver to 
.any extent. Any attempt: to do 
80 would force the price down 
still lower, just a8 every previous 
sale has done in the past.” 

In conclusion it is to be noted 
that all papers to a varying extent 
are commenting on the price of 
silver and tha disastrous: effect 
that it has on Great Britain’s ex- 
ports to the East. One can only 
pray that public opinion my jead 
to action, though it would ‘be 
wrong to suggest that the bankers 
seem particularly helpful—N. C. 
Daily News. :

BOXER INDEMNITY 


BILL RECEIVES ROYAL ' 
ASSENT. 


London, Yesterday. 

The China Indemnity Applica- 
tion Bill having received the Royal 
assent, the British Government 
has, through Sir Miles Lampson, 
notified the Nanking Government 
of the British ratification of the 
Boxer Indemnity ‘agreement sign- 
ed at Nanking last Octoher, pro- 
viding for the purchase of rail- 
way materials, 

‘The British Government has 
uiso sent to Nanking a list of Bri- 
tish members of the London Pur- 
chasing Commission, as to which 
the Board of Trustees in China will 
be consulted, . 

Meanwhile, there is a constant 
stream of enquiries from engineer- 
ing interests regarding the supply 
of railway materials, which have 
to be bought in Britain. 

Tho next development that will 
follow will be an announcement 
from Nanking of the actual forma- 
tion of “the Board of British and 
Chinese Trustees.—Reuter.

conformity therewith, your, Board 
entered into negotiations for the 
sule of the works as a going con- 
cern, and consequent. thereon, it 
was found necessary to dispose of 
the buildings and machinery for de- 
molition purpases, with a resultant 
profit to the Company of $13,514.94. 
I regret to have to state that your 
Board has met with little measure 
of success in the matter of disposal 
of the land in this connection, To- 
ward the middle of Inst year, your 
Company was approached by the 
Sports Club, who were desirous to 
obtain an option to purchase the 
land and the remaining buildings 
comprising the houses situate on the 
hill overlooking the site. Owing 
to various causes, however, negotia- 
tions’ proved abortive, with the re- 
sult that such land and buildings 
are still undisposed of. 

Giving a brief resume of the 
year's working, I would reiterate 
that the result may be regarded as 
satisfactory, bearing in mind the 
vicissitudes wherewith your Com- 
pany has been faced owing to the 
transitory stage through which it 
is passing, coupled with the high 
cost of production and the inten- 
sive competition it is experiencing 
in all markets; nevertheless, it is 


| satisfactory to record that, due to 


the high standard maintained in 
your Company's product, we have 
not only held our markets, but also 
opened up new avonues likely to re- 
bound to our benefit on completion 
of the New Plant. In this relation, 
1 may add that the demand for your 
Cumpany's cement is an increasing 
one, as is evidenced ‘by the fact that 


‘}our agents in several markets are 


constantly making enquiries as to 
when we shall be in the position to 
fulfil larger contracts than is pos- 
sible with the existing works. 
Rapid-Hardening Cement. 

Whilst on this subject, 1 may also 
stute that it is our intention to 
manufacture a rapid hardening 
cement under the name of “Em- 
cralerete," as, for. -that class - of 
cement, there is undoubtedly a good 
demand, notwithstanding the 
materially higher price at which 
this class of product has to be 
marketed. 

Admirable progress, I am pleased 
to say, has been made with the 
erection of the new plant, but in 
an undertaking of such magnitude, 
it is impossible for me to atate de- 
finitely when the plant will be 
actually manufacturing cement.

DAIRY FARM'S 
ACTIVITIES. 


(Continucd from Page 4.) 
have incrensed to an alarming ex- 
tent, and it was, therefore, found 
necessary to raise our milk prices 
in order to cover the additional ex- 
penditure. I may say that the in- 


crense made does not now cover the |. 


additional-‘costs in production and 
we may find it necessary to consi- 
der a further increase unless there 
is an carly improvement in ex- 
change. 

Cattle. ° 

I have much pleasure in again be- 
ing able to report that the herd ia 
in very fine condition and that no 
outbreaks of contagious disease oc- 
curred during the year. 160 head 
of young animals were immunised 
successfully against, rinderpest with 
only one death, for which result our 
Veterinary Surgeon, Mr. Watson, 
is to be commended. To cope with 
the extraordinary milk demand dur- 
Ing the Summer months we placed 
an order in British Columbia for 
100 dairy cows to land here at the 
beginning, of this year. Eighty. of 
these have already arrived safely 
and have fully met our specifica- 
tiona and the balance is due on or 
about 20th inst. The wastage of 
our herd for 1930, due to sales and 
denths was 17.38 per. cent. which 
compares favourably with the Home 
figure, as per latest statistics to 
hand, of 26 per cent. under normal 
conditions. Total herd on Decem- 
ber 31 numbered 825 head. 

Pigs. 

This herd now numbers 1748 head 
and the usual good results are be- 
ing obtained, over 100 breeding 
sows producing and rearing an 
average of 16 pigs per Sow per year. 
The most serious discase to be con- 
tended with here is swine-fever, of 
which we have had some experience, 
and this is likely to recur since we 
nre adjacent to uncontrolled  sur- 
roundings. Fifteen head | of 
pedigreed pigs, representing three 
different breeds, are now cn route 
from Britain, a change of strain be- 
ing necessary. The new system 
of breeding pens, a3 reported in my 
speech of fast year, has proved all 
and more that was expected of it, 
consequently future extensions will 
be made on similar lines. 

Poultry. 

Our egg producing flock has 
proved a very disappointing venture 
since disease has taken its toll, It 
appears that surrounding districts 
have been infected with different 
poultry diseases and serious loss is 
reported. We fisvé not given up 
hope, however, and a number of 
birds have just been imported from 
Canada. °

vegetables ‘grown under hygienic 
and up-to-date methods, particular- 
ly vegetables suitable for salads, 
and 2 considerable extension has 
just been made to our garden area. 
With the experience obtained we 
hape to have much improved results 
in the future.

At our East Point Ice Works, an 
extension of two cold store rooms 
was completed during the year and 
these have been fully occupied. 
Over these two rooms Chinese Staff 
quarters were erected and are fill- 
ing a much felt want. 

Part of our town depot buildings, 
in which we ere now situated, hag 
been under reconstruction and 
should be completed in another 
month. The result of this will be 
much needed and improved accom- 
modation both for the office and 
butchery. ;

Tong last Spring and has proved a 
boon to residents there.

THE GIFT COUPON 
- SCHEME. 


Growing Volume of’ 
Opposition. 
“LOW VALUE” CURRENCY. 


The fecling against gift coupon 
schemes in Britain is growing. 

The gift coupon has for long 
played an important vart in trad- 
ing conditions in the United 
States of America, but it has come 
into prominence in Great Britain 
only during the past two years, 

Opinion amohg manufacturing 
firms seems to be divided. About 
seventy such firms are still distri- 
buting gift goeds, whereas eighty 
have refused any longer to suppiy 
goods for this purpose. ; 

The” advucates of the gift 
coupon: range their arguments 
under some six different hend- 
ings. It encourages trade in other 
commodities, they argue, and, 
where gifts would not ordinarily 
be bought, opens up an. undis- 
covered market; it increases 
sales by encouraging the’ public 
to buy for the sake of gifts; it 
leads to more employment in the 
making and packing of coupons, 
as well as in the manufacture of 
the gifts themselves; the increase 
of business leads to an increase 
in public revenue; money is circu- 
lated; and finally the coupon sys- 
tem, by giving the customer some- 
thing for nothing, is the equiva- 
lent of a reduction in prices. 

It is now being realised, how- 
ever, that- there is a strong econo- 
mic case against gift schemes. 
The principal objections are that 
these schemes interfere with the 
real function of retail distribu- 
tion, and constitute a threat not 
only to goodwill and the orderly 
development of marketing but 
also to the principles of sound 
salesmanship, 

Parasite Concerns. 

The increased popularity of gift 
schemes has also resulted in a 
parasite growth of coupon con- 
cerns, which appear to be able to 


*{make a proiit'at the expense of 


manufacturer and consumer alike., 
Clearing houses for coupons 


-J}exist in various parts of London 


and provincial cities, where it is 
possibie to obtain them by tens 
of thousands. As a result, the 
coupon has become a kind of low-. 
value currency,, and it is also 
stated that large numbers of forg- 
ed coupons have been put into 
circulation. ae: 

As these various disadvantages 
have become apparent, more and 
more manufacturers of well- 
known articles have dissociated 
themselves from gift coupon 
schemes; and upwards of 150 re- 
solutions of disapproval have 
already been passed by national 
and local trade associations.

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British manufacturers, which is 
gaining fresh adherents every 
week, has, however, led the or- 
ganisers of many gift schemes to 
obtain their goods from abroad; 
and it is understood that a whole- 
sale dumping of such goods is 
now taking place. 

An interesting example of the 
use of foreign goods for this pur- 
poge is. provided by Arcos, Ltd., 
the Russian trading organisation, 
which sells Criterion _ safety 
matches. Seventy-five labéls from 
puckets of the matches entitle 
one to a Siberian birch cigarette 
case, and 200 to a peasant em- 
broidered dress.

“Abandon This System.” 


The practice of giving coupons 
with commodities was commented 
on by the Recorder (Mr. E. A. 
Mitchell-Innes, K.C.) in a case 
heard at Leeds Quarter Sessions, 
The case was one in which James 
Fennyhough, aged 38, a store. 
keeper, and William Potter, aged 
85, a grocer, pleaded guilty, re- 
spectively, to stealing and receiv- 
ing 9,595 coupons, belonging to 
Joseph Watson and Sons (Ltd.), 
soap manufacturers, of Leeds. 

Ordering the men to be bound 

over for twelve months, the Re- 
corder said {hat he thought that 
the firm would be well advised if 
they abandoned the system. A 
thing run on such a scale was in 
a nature of a temptation, and the 
traffic in coupons and vouchers 
tended to bring temptation to 
‘numbers of people who thought 
they could win prizes if they 
‘could wet hold of coupons, licitly 
or illicitly. . ‘

Roland Brad- 
at the outset remarked that 
Dr, Koo was the most remarkable 
speaker they had had, because he 
offered them the choice of two 
addresses, cither Chinese Problems 
of To-day or Chinese Music. 


on what subject Dr. Koo 
address the gathering, and “Chinese 
Music” won casily. 

In his introductory remarks Dr. 
Koo referred to a mecting with a 
man on a boat some tivo years ago. 
He’ (the speaker) asked the other 
what his impression was of Chin- 
ese music, and the reply was: "If 
you put nine crta in a bag and sit 
on them very hard you get Chinese 
music. 

Dr. Koo went on to say that he 
first intended to explain the folk 
music of China.

There was a great difference in 
the temperament of the people of 
the North and the South of China, 
and this difference could be found 
in their folk-songs. The  folk- 
songs from the South of China were 
light and sprightly, the people be- 
ing light of build and quick of 
movement, while the people from 
the North were more heavily built, 
and consequently their folk-songs 
Were more heavy and staid. He 
then went on to play selections from 
his book which proved his  atate- 
ment. The first selection was call- 
ed Narcissus Flower, a very light 
aly, while the second selection was 
more dull and heavy. 

Love, he went on. to say, figured 
ag theme in music in almost every 
country, but in studying the love 
songs of China two charcteristics 
were noticed which made them 
diferent to the love songs of the 
Weat. Love songa in the West 
were generally of love before mar- 
ringe, but in China they. were most- 
ly about love efter marriage, n very 
great difference. Of course, the 
social conditions of the East and 
West made it, perhaps inevitable 
that it should be 30. The other 
characteristic was that the love 
songs of China were of more earthly 
thoughts. 

For example, he quoted a song 
talled Thoughts of Love, the words 
of which were about a wife thinking 
of her husband in Winter when he 
‘was far away from her. The, two 
lines in the song which he drew 
attention to were “In fact, are you 
cold” and “At night who spreads 
your mat and folds your quilt.” 
In China Jove songs expressed more 
homely thoughts, such as a woman's 
solicltude when her man was travel- 
ling afar. He then played a Chin- 
ese love song entitled Seamaiden 
Longing for the Beautiful One, 
which, he said, was written by 
a very famous poet some 800, or 900 
years ago, = 
Unexpected Endings. 

Another peculiar characteristic 
about Chineso music was the fact 
that it ended unexpectedly, leaving 
one suspended, and finished practi- 
cally always on a high note. <An- 
other kind were the songs which 
were frequently recurrent in central 
east China, which had a very sad 
story for. their motive, and were 
mostly about domestic slaves or wo- 
men -who had been sold. One was 
called Ten Cups of Wine, in which
